VISUAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE 

Director  Snipper  reported  for  Chairman  Ruth  Asawa   in  regard  to   the 
Francis  Scott  Key  Monument.      Chairman  Asawa  met  with  Mr.    Lindsay  and 
Claire  Lilienthal   of  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences.      They  have 
requested  $100,000  in   their  budget  under  Capital   Improvements,   for  the 
restoration  of  the  momument;      they  report  expenditures   to  date  of 
$11,000  and  they  do  not  have  funds   to  continue.      They  are   thinking  of 
omitting  the  canopy  from   the  monument.      Chairman  Asawa  had  responded 
that   the  Art  Commission  would  want   the  monument  restored  completely. 
Investigation  of  various  other  materials  instead  of  the  original 
sandstone.      Discussion  followed. 
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NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM 

1)  Director  Steve  Goldstine  introduced  Cleveland  Bellow  who  is   the  new 
Organizer  in   the  Hunters  Point  district. 

Mr.    Bellow  requested   the  Commissioners   to  consider   the  subject  of 
art  in   the  BART  stations.      He  noted  that  no  local   artists  have  been 
considered   to  provide  art  work.      He  requested   the  support  of  the 
Commission  in  contacting  BART  in  order   to  change   this  situation. 

Discussion  ensued. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  requested   the  Art  Commission   to  write  BART 
officials  and  request  that  local  artists  be  selected  for  art  work  to 
be  installed  in   the  BART  stations. 

Further  discussion  followed. 

President   Zellerbach  directed     Director  Snipper   to  send  a  letter   to 
BART  requesting   that  for   those  stations  still   not  finished,    con- 
sideration be  given  to  Bay  Area  artists. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  moved  that  such  a  letter  be  sent,   seconded  by 
Commissioner  Callanan,    unanimously  approved. 

2)  Director  Steve  Goldstine  gave  a  brief  report  of  activities  of  the 
Neighborhood  Arts  Program  over   the  last  month. 

The  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  will  be  very  actively  involved  in   the 
Public  School   Festival   to  be  held  on  January  13,   14  and  15   —  through 
the  Board  of  Education.      Commissioner  Asawa  has  been  working  on  this 
festival .

Street,   San  Francisco,   on  Wednesday,  January  10,   1973  at  10.00  a.m.,   of 
the  full  Art  Commission   to  hear  an  informal  presentation  on   the  Yerba 
Buena  Center.

John  Dykstra  opened  the  meeting  and  introduced  Mr.  Mellon.  Mr.  Mellon 
noted  that  in  spite  of  the  litigation  against  the  project,  Yerba  Buena 
is  moving  ahead.  Everything  is  on  schedule  including  engineering  etc. 
This  is  considered  to  be  the  most  important  project  before  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  at  this  time.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
aesthetic  and  environmental  impact  on  San  Francisco.  Yerba  Buena  will 
eventually  be  one  of  the  great  civic  sites  in  San  Francisco.  He  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  presentation  today  would  be  adequate  to  show  what  is 
being  done. 

Ernest  Born  commented  on   the  basic  purpose  of  the  meeting.      He  emphasized 
that   this  is  not  a   formal   presentation  and   therefore  no  action  will   be 
taken  at  this  time.      The  meeting  had  been  scheduled  to  allow  all   the 
principals   concerned   to  make  presentations.      A  Civic  Design  Committee 
meeting  will   be  held  in   the  office  of  McCue  Boone  Tomsick  on  January  17 
for  the  official  presentation. 

Mario  Ciampi   gave  a   brief  slide  presentation  on   the  Urban  Design. 

Gerald  McCue  presented  slides  on   the  complete  Yerba  Buena  project. 

Lawrence  Halprin  presented  the  landscaping  proposal  for  the  three  block 
area. 

A  brief  question  and  answer  period  followed. 

Mr.    Tange  gave  a  slide  presentation  and  explanation  on   the  Arena. 

Lunch  was   then  served. 

The  meeting  resumed  with  a  presentation  by  Gerald  McCue  on  the  Central 
Plant,  Convention  Center,  Exhibit  Hall,  and  Meeting  Rooms  —  and  their 
related  facilities.

For  the  last  two 
years   conventions  have  been  booked  during  the  month  of  July  -  when 
the  Art  Commission  presents   the  Pops  Concerts.      Director  Snipper 
requested  approval   of  the  Commission  for  an  expression  of  concern 
on   this  subject.      The  Commissioners  requested   that  he  do   this. 
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Director  Snipper  noted  that  in  1968   the  Art  Commission  approved  the 
introduction  of  an  ordinance   to   the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  pro- 
vided that   the  Art  Commission  assume  responsibility  for  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  works  of  art  outside  of  the  museums.      The  ordi- 
nance was  drafted  and  then  it  was   found   that   the  care  of  monuments 
on  Market  Street  was  in   the  hands  of  Public  Works;      Public  Works 
expressed  delight  at   the  Art  Commission   taking  over  the  responsi- 
bility.     The  Cultural  Affairs  Committee  recommended   passage  of  the 
ordinance;      opposition  was  made  by  Ed  McDevitt ,   Recreation  and 
Park  Department.      Since   this   time   the  ordinance  has  been  left  in 
limbo.      Supervisor  George  Chinn  is   the  new  Chairman  of  the  Cultural 
Affairs  Committee  and  he  is   considering  the  ordinance  once  again. 
Commissioner  Born  expressed  his   feelings   that   this  ordinance  is  an 
excellent  idea. 

A  request  has  been  made  by  Artists  Equity  Association   that  we  write 
on  behalf  of  artists  and   the   unfair  tax  laws.      Commissioners  ex- 
pressed interest  and  support  of  the  artists. 

Director  Snipper  informed   the  Commissioners   that  one  of  the   "Pops" 
concerts  has  been  changed  -   the  Moog  Synthesizers  are  unable   to 
perform  and   the  new  concert  will   be  a    "Pops  Mardi   Gras" . 

Discussion  held  on   the  Philippine  situation  and  Director  Snipper 
read   the  statement  issued.      Nothing  can  be  done  as   to  hiring 
organizers  for  the  Philippine  community   until   we  hear  if  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  will  make   the  grant  for  this  purpose. 

Commissioner  Asawa  has  been  approached  as   to   the   possibility  of  her 
becoming  part  of  an  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Emergency  School  Aid 
Act    (E.S.A.A.) .      President  Zellerbach  requested  more  information 
on   this  project  and  referred  the  subject  to   the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Commissioner  Martinez  was   placed  on   the   Visual  Arts  Committee  and 
Commissioner  Hsieh  was   taken  off  this  committee  at  his  request. 

Letter  received  from  Mayor  Alioto  addressed   to  President  Zellerbach 
regarding  the  physical   needs   of  local   art  groups.      Director  Snipper 
noted   that   the  staff  will   make  a  study  of  facilities  available; 
copies  of  this  material   will   be  sent   to  all   Commissioners .
